ceafed dn the head till it broke, and then did the fame with a- 
nother bottle, till it alfo broke. Jt is alfo libelledy that the 
pannel afterwards beat and kicked the deceafed in different parts 
of the body, who, after lingering for the {pace of five days 
died between eleven and twelve o’clock. on Sunday the 1gth of 
the fame month. Mr Robert Cullen, as.counfel for the pan- 
nel, opened his defence upon the relevancy. After ftating the 
caufe of the original quarrel between the parties at confiderable 
length ; the provodations his client had reccived from the de- 
ceafed on-fevetal occafions, by throwing upon his clothes 
that offenfive fmelled drug called affa foctida, fome of which 
he poured upon his hat the evening before the mclan- 
choly accident happened; the ftrict and cordial friend- 
fhip which fubfifted between the parties, the deceafed be- 
.ing nephew to the pannel; and the general good charac- 
racter which his client had uniformly fuftained, both as 
a foldier anda citizen; Mr Cullen contended, there could 
not be ‘the fthadow of reafon for fuppofing that murder 
was meant or intended, malice not being fo much as libelled 
againft the pannel; and that therefore, if their Lordfhips 
allowed the hbel to go at all to the knowledge of an aflize, he 
hoped they would reftrist it:to the crime of culpable homicide 
only, which would infer an arbitrary punifhment, and not 
death. Mr Cullen quoted anumber of cafes, which he endeavoar- 
ed to apply to. the, prefent, as fupporting his argument, which 
he maintained with great learning and ingenuity. Mr Solicitor 
Gencral Dundas, on the part, of ‘the profecutors, maintained, 
with equal abilities, that the crime charged againft the pannel, 
could not, in any refpect, be viewed in the light of culpable 
homicide. Had the pannel, immediately on receiving the fup- 
pofed affront, attacked the deceafed in the violent manner fet 
forth in the indi@tment, fome argument, in favour of the pan- 
nel, might have been fet up on that head. But, after four and 
twenty hours had been allowed to elapfe, before he took his 
revenge, no fach plea could be admitted. He had plenty of 
time to recolleét himfelf. ‘The injury, therefore, could not be 
faid to be committed in a fudden gult of paflion, which was the 
only excufe the law could admit fot the frailties of human na- 
ture. Mr Solicitor General alfo quoted a number of decifions 
in fimilar cafes. He was followed, upon the fame fide, by the 
Lord Advocate. His Lordthip Wefended the indictment, in 
all igs parts. At the fame time, his Lordthip obferved, with 
great humanity, that if the proof came ‘out, as the pannel’s 
Counfel had ftated it would, he*fhould certainly agree with him 
in thinking, that ‘the “parinel Ofifht ohly ‘to be found guilty of 
culpable homicide. His Lordthip. admitted, . that the cafe ap- 
peared to him a dificult one, fe therefore gave. him great 
pleafure to fee gentlemen of. ach eminent abilities as Counfel 
for the pannel.. Mr Maclaurip,made a fort reply. He thought 
it unneceflary to ¢nter fullyinto the bufinefs, after what had 
been ftated by Mr Cullen, and the very candid coaceffion made 
by the Lord Advocate of the difficulty of the cafe. The Lords 
pronounced the ufual inteslocutor, finding: the libel relevant to 
infer the pains of law; but allowing the pannel. a proof of all. 
facts and circumftances which might tend either to excul-. 
pate him, or alleviate the guilt of the crime chatged.—
